Matabeies Expected to Attack 
the Town. 



BLOODT MASSACRE WILL FOLLOW

—Native. Maulng Near the Town. 
BtTLUWayo, Ai)ril IS.— A foeliug of 
apprehension as t<i wliat the next step 
of the revolting MatiibeleB will be per 
meat«8 all circles here. Information 
ooming from the ooantrjr aronud ftiaket 
it oartain that the nttirea are preparing 
an offenaive moTemeut against this 
place. The number of Matiibeles report- 
ed gathering at jiolnts near by is sutti 
cieut to ai)pall the heai-ts of even ex- 
perienced fighters. There is a dread iu 
the minds of many that the place is in 
danger of being orerwhelmed by a msh 
of hordes of Matabele.s and the inhabit- 
ants put to a wholesale massacre. 

The fear of treachery is added to the 
apprehension of overwheluiiug nam 
ben. Many iudicationi point to a con 
nlTanc* with the war parties of sup 
poaed friendly nations. There are many 
of tlie latter in the town itself, and no 
white man feels sure how far he can 
trust his dusky associates or servants. 

On Wednesday evening three Dutch 
scoots were sent out from here to secuie 
some definite and aooorate infomiatioa 
of the position and morements of the 
natives. What tliey found lias served 
little to relieve tlie anxiety and sus- 
pense. They reiwrt tliat the Matabeles 
are gathered like auts iii u hill ou tlie 
Umgosa ilTtr. cmly six miles north of 
here. 

That winie treacherous plot is being 
concocted is indicated by the fact that 
native Avomen are secreting European 
clothes. Tlie native men on tlie \ eldt 
wear the native costume, while most of 
these in Buluwayo wear clothes ap 
preaching the European fashion, by 
attiring the native wan iors in European 
garments, the Matabi'les liope tliat they 
will be enabled to enter tne town oii- 
qnestioued. 

A Matabelo "boy" has also been 
caught stealing the badges and pnggarie 
belonging to the Khodesia horse, and it 
is belieyed that it was intended to use 
these for purposes of disguise to further 
some treacherous project for taking 
Bnlnwayo at a disadTautage and killing 
the inhabitants. It is plainly noticeable 
that the uatlTes in the town are becom- 
ing as thiok as bees. In ordiuary times 
the natlTes come and go iu the town 
without attracting attention. The ua- 
tiTe popnlation is at all times a shifting 
one, and a large number of the mou 
that make it np are not known individ- 
oally to the white people of the town or 
to the Cathorities. The ftet that the 
natires in tha town live apart fh>m the 
whit^ adds to the diffloiutT of identi- 
fying those that belong in the town. 

But there is little more coufldeuce 
felt in the nativea who belong in the 
town than in the hostile men who, it it 
believed, are being surreptitiously in- 
troduced to aid from within when an 
attack shall be made from without. It 
liKii vs now as though that might ooour 
at any time. 

Tht> niad.s by which communication 
is had with the south, both tlie one tO 
Tuli and tliu one to Mal'ekiiig, are felt 
to be iu i)eril. There are undoubtedly 
large numbers of hostile natives be- 
tween Buiuwuyo au^ the settlements 
to the south, some of them in open re- 
volt. 

The situation is felt to be most seri- 
ous and threatening. There is no deny- 
ing that the Matabeles have been stead- 
ily gathering together for weeks past 
for the intention, appiu'ently, of attack- 
ing Buluwayo. The recapture of Lo- 
bengula's ulil capital from the British 
would be a fearful blow to "paramount 
power in South Africa." This is frankly 
admitted, and yet the available force of 
volunteers, etc., at Buluwayo is be- 
lieved to be not much over 700 men. 
Machine gnus have, it is true, been hm- 
ried to the frout from the British flag- 
ship St. Qeorge; the market i)la<'e has 
been converted into a strong laagi>r, the 
old police camp outside the town and 
other points have been fortified; but it 
would take many lueu and many ob- 
atruotUnis to withstand over 15,000 fear- 
less Matabeles, especially if it is true 
that they are being "aided and abetted 
by goer oommandiintB and led by old 
Ebg hf/btngnhk imd his son. 

JdllbiBnfk the modem Buluwayo is 
soma sUgnt distance away from the old 
chief kraal or oolleotion of huts which 
composed the hwadflnarters about two 
years ago, of the nuer of Matabelelaud, 
to the Matabeles it is a sort of mecca, a 

e)e that to their minds, they and uo- 
y else should possess, and which, if 
recaptured, must certainly bring them 
back their old historic glories. This 
feeliitg has beeu steadily encouraged by 
the agents of the Boei-s, who have every- 
wlient been preaching covertly but 
effectively a crusade against the Brit- 
ish. It is this crusade which is at the 
bottom of all the tiouhlo aud it dates 
from the time of Dr Jameson's filibos- 
toi-ing raid and the bad whijjping ad- 
ministered by the Boers to his free- 
btxjters. To bring about the inviu^inn 
of the Transviuil, tlie territoiy of the 
British South Africa company wa.s de- 
pleted of mounted police, arms and am- 
iinmiliiin. These were all either caj)- 
tuied by the Boers aud shipped out of 
the country, or lu-o now In the hands of 
the burghers. Here was the oppor- 
tunity of the Boer leaders, aud they 
grasped it promptly and firmly. 

Buluwayo is really a prize worth 
lighting for. It has be«u changed iu 



two years rrom a roiiecdon or native 
huts to a modern town of brick. w<K)d 
and corrugated iron buildings; it has an 
opera house and several clubs, a news- 
pai)pr, the Buluwayo Citizen, a law 
court and a sijuad of lawyers, a st<K-k 
exchange and .st'veral hotels, a cliamber 
of commerce, a polo ground and golf 
links, streets and avenues and ehuiThes. 
The enemy in largt* force is within six 
miles of Buluwayo, all tlie outlying 
posts which it is ix)ssible to relieve hav» 
been relieved, men, women and chil- 
dren lijve flocked into the place from 
the surrounding country until it is b«'- 
lieved that alxmt !{,000 souls are alreiwly 
mustered within the town, defended by 
about TO") or HOO British South Africans 
|)ylico aud volunteers. But the enemy 
IS suid to number 15, (WO warriors, ami 
some time must elapse before therein 
f'lrcements ix-ach Buluwayo. 

MUaO ER WILL OUT.

Drr.UTH, April 18.— After a search of 
nearly two yeai"s, during which time at 
leiust a dozen suspects have been arrest 
ed, A. A. Austin, who enticed Lena 
Olsen from Minneapolis to Duluth and 
then bmtally munlered her for her 
money, throwing her body into Lake 
Superior, has been caught. 

He was onosted by a Minneapolis nt 
toruey in Seattle yesterday, where ha 
lived uniler the name of .james I'L Al- 
sop. Chief of Police !-:.dth of Miuueap- 
olis, who is working up the oase, is hm* 
after requisition papers. 

The nandwritiug of A. A. Austin 
found on a hotel regiRt«>r here tallies 
exactly with tliat of Alsop. Alsop has 
beeu involved iu a number of question 
able deals heretofore. He was a warm 
frieud of Harry HayAvard, the famous 
Miunea])olis murdei-er, and iu his valise 
was found a handkerchief marked with 
Hayward's name. 

Ou Wednesday, Aug. 82, 1804, the 
body of a young woman was found on 
the lake shore of Minnesota Point. 
When a cape which oovwed Om head 
was removed blood qnarted ttom. the 
nose and ttvm a WMad in the back of 
the head. 

The skull had been fractured, and th 
instrument which inflicted the blow 
was found to be a heavy oak stick which 
was lying near the place. About 20 
feet away was fbund a switch of false 
hair together with a oomb. It was 
some days befoN the remains were 
identified, 'when a MflineapoHs lady 
identified the oomb and ouer things 
found ou the body as belonging to 
Lena Olsen of that city. The murder 
was traced to one A. A. Austin, for 
whom the police have since been search 
iug.

day. 

The dead are a bor and girl, afied 8 
and « years, respeotiyely. Those ntal- 
ly hurt are Mr. and Mrs. Olson. An- 
other child and Mrs. Anderson, a caller, 
were badly iujured. The family was 
huddled in one room when the two 
bolts fell. Whether the first or second 
shock proved fatal is uot known. The 
ho^se took fire, but neighbors extin- 
guished the flames.

Eighteen valuable 
horses ami mules were cremated, to- 
gether with 40 head of cattle and hogs. 
The total loss will be $15,000. 

Bloodhounds were sent for and put 
ou the trail, and lato last night a man 
was fouud in a tree, where the hounds 
had chased him. The officers had hard 
work to keep him from the hands of en- 
raged oitiaeni. A lynching may yet 
result, as a dozen baras have been mys- 
leriooaly bm-ned in th e last f aw weeks.

His eyes were blinded.

Jesus Diaz was due to the declaration:

tared at Vivora, near Havana, and to 
documents which were found in their 
possession. The bishop was arrested 
Thorsday morning and was denied com 
munication with his friends In the of 

flee uf the i hii fnf inilii c, when' only 
prominent persuiis are detained. Hi 
case will bo summarily pushed. 

The bishop aud his brother were 
made prisoners of war and hiuided over 
to the military jurisdictiou. 

Mr. Williams, the Unit«d States con 
snl general, has made active efforts to 
see Bishop Diaz, bnt this has proved to 
be imix)S8ible, as the bishop is still cnt 
off from communication. 

Two American citixens have been ar' 
rested between Oardeuas and Matanzas 
on a charge of taking plans of defenses, 
They have been handed over to the 
civil authorities, aocotdiiig to their 
treaty rights. 

MORI ABOUT DIAZ. 

Opealy Talked Rebellion Answdlng to 

ThU niapatch. 

NiwYoRK, Aiiril i>.— A special to 
The World fnun Havana Cuba gives the 
following additional details about the 
arrest of Berv. Air. Diaz. Diaa is a na 
tlve Creole. He has been acting as n 
missionary for a number of years, ii 
charge of the Uethsemaue church, ami 
has been frequently in troobto with the 

authorities. 

He called on the consul general of the 
United States Feb. l.', 1887, aud re 
quested him to write a letter to the cap- 
tain general and inform him that he 
(Diaz) was supervising bishop of the 
Baptist church iu Cuba. He had a con- 
troversy with the Roman Catholic bish' 
op of Havana, because the latter pre- 
vented him ftom using property belong 
ing to the diocese. 

Diaz is also engaged in thenndertak' 
ing business. 

He is a naturalized citiienof the 
United States and has been a pro 
nonnced opponent of the government, 
talking rebellion openly. 

REPORTED TO W ASHINGTON. 

■tUl UetalU or the Aflteir I* Lack Ing, Prob- 
ably Owing to a ('eiii«orKhl|>. 

Washington, April 18.— The ttato 
department has received a brief cable 
message from Consul General Williams 
at Havana announcing the arrest of 

Protestant Bishop Alberto .Tesus Diaz, 
who is well known throughout the 
south and to many church people iu all 
parts of the Uuitcd States. Diaz is a 
naturalized American and of strong 
Cuban sympathies, but his friends in 
sist that his work iu Cuba has been 
confined to proselyting for the church 
and deny participation in the rebellion 
ou his port. 

The message from Consul General 
Williams contained no details. The 
case will be closelT followed up hy the 
representatives of the United States, 
who will take the customary steps to 
protect the interests of an American 
citizen. The consul general will insist 
on a civil trial should th« matter 
go to the len gth of a trial. 

SPAIN 'S POSIT ION. 

Sli«> will XfVi r tiruiit fii ('ul>n Iu<l<'pfii-

Nkw York, April 18.— A special to 
The World from Madrid, Spain, says: 
Although no definitive official exchange 
of views bos yet (akm pUoa between 
the Madrid government and President 
Cleveland, nevertheless Mr. t"l« veland 
has been extra olllcially inforine<l of the 
disposition of the Madrid government 
and the extent to which it could go iu 
the meetiuK the advances Mr. Cleve- 
land might narlior an Intention of mak- 
ing as a mediator betwaen^iain and 
the Onban insurgents. 

Both governments evidently are feel* 
ing their way cautiously aucPwarily to 
find a path to an amicable solunon. 
Both seem disposed to take all the time 
necessary to prepare public opiuiou iu 
both countries for an arrangement com- 
patible with the patriotic susceptibili- 
ties of the Spanish people and with 
their material interests. 

Those interests are gravely affected 
by indefinite prolongation of the strug- 
gle, which is ruinous not only for Spuiu 
but for Cuba and for all the foreign 
countries iuterefted in the conuucn e 
and agrictdture of the yiiani.-,h We^t 
Indies. 

The knot of the wlu>le tiuestion seems 
to be how far jmblic opinion in .Spain 
will allow the goveniinent to go in cuii- 
cessionsof |"'IiIhm1 and adniinistrative 
autonomy and in tai ilt refdi ins for ( 'uba 
and I'oitii Kico, and bow far President 
Cleveland as mediatur could go iu guar- 
anteeing that the (Uiban insurgents 
would arce]it such concessions, and h.iw 
far he could guarantee that the Ameri- 
can citizens and the L'ulian refugees 
w«iuld cease to assist the rebellion. 

When once that is cleiu-ly undeistiKxl 
Spain, to insure the prompt paciflcatmu 
of Cuba, it will go to any length in the 
way of concessions short of iiidej)eiul- 
fluoe. That Suaiu will never assent to 



without an appeal to vraf, lu wXucxi sae 
would risk her last soldier and last dol- 
lar. 

This is exactly the state of the matter 
a» present. It is ditlicult to ima;:ine 
w nil what anxiety the w hole nation, its 
11 ht ii-ians and state.snicM. its iniliraiy 
iii' ii and above all, its govrnnient an<l 
court are watching the attitude and con- 
duct (»f f^-esident Cleveland and the 
slightest symptoms of development of 
his policy iu regard to Cuba. 

The Spaniards are all the more anx- 
ious because they are awakening to the 
fact that the rainy and unhealthy sea- 
son iu Cuba will bt^gin next month, 
without any serious alteration or im 
provement in their favor of the iiiili 
tary situation, which costs them #6,- 
t)00,()00 a mouth and which has 
wrecked Cuba's sugar and tobacco 
crops.

Pensfen BHIS O — a py tha Houiic While the 
Rond Debate CMtlnuea In the Senate. 

Washington, April 18. — The net re- 
sult of five hours' work on the private 
calendar in the house yesterday was the 
passBfl* 9t fonr pension biUs, one to 

pension the widow of Rear Admiral 

Foote, at foO per month; the reji-ction 
of a bill to retire a hospital steward as a 
second lieutenant of cavalry, and the 
passage of a war claim of less than lltiOO. 
The latter was the first war claim 
brought before the house for considera- 
tion and naturally provoked a general 
debate on the pouoy of paying war 
claims. 

The qnestton of granting to officers' 
widows larger pewdons than private 
soldiers was discussed in the house at 
the night s es si o n for two hours in con- 
nection with a bill to pension the widow 
of Brigadier General Ferdinand Van- 
derveer of Ohio at the rate of $76 per 
month. The bill was finally favorably 
acted upon with an amendment **'*"'*g 
the rate |50 per month. 

Washinotok, April 18.— The debate 
on the bond resolution proceeded yester- 
day, Mr. Hill continuing in o])])ositii>ii 
his speech which is not yet completed. 
Mr. Hoar supported the proposed bond 
investigation. The debate is proving 
attractive to the public, the galleries be- 
ing crowded throughout the day. 

An exciting episode occurred late in 
the day concerning Pacific railroad af- 
fairs. Mr. Gear, chairman of the Pa- 
cific railroads committee, jiresented a 
bill projxising au adjustment of the 
railroad debt. This led Mr. Allen of 
Nebraska to criticise the committee for 
alleged partiality to "Collis P. Hunting- 
ton and his lobby." A bitter personal 
altercation between Mr. Gear and Mr. 
Allen followed, during which Mr. Al- 
len declared that Mr. Gear had uttered 
a "falsehood" couceruiug General 
Weaver of Iowa. Mr. Hoar called Mr. 
Allen to order and demanded that his 
words be taken down. Mv. Allen was 
obliged to take his seat, bat on motion 
of Mr. Fanlkner, was allowed to pro- 
ceed in ordw^

Wa.shixoton, April 18. — The first n.i- 
tioual congress of religious education, 
under the auspices of the American so- 
ciety devoted to that canse, will be held 
in this city, beginning Monday eveniug 
iie.xt and continuing until Thursday 
afternoon. 

Associated with tlie t)flicers of the so- 
ciety in tlie call for the congress is a 
committee reju'esenting seven of the 
leading denoiuiuutions, including, be- 
sides prominent pastors. Justice Brow n 
of the supreme court, Hon. Hilary A. 
Herbert, secretary of the navy, and J. 
L. M. Curry, ex-minister to Spain. 
There >vill be lO sessions of the con- 
gress, at which General John Eaton, 
ez-Uuited States comniis.sioner of edu- 
cation, aud Dr. J. M. Gregory, ex-presi- 
dent of the Illinois State Industrial uni- 
versity, will preside.

C'li.T-Mm P. ()., April The senato 
ground out an immense amount of 
work yesterday. The session began at 
b o'clock aud it was continued until late 
in the afternoon. Among the most im- 
portant bills passed were the following: 

Requiring fht; jiaymeut of a fee of $S 
by all public ofllcers, except notaries 
and justices of the peace, who receive 
commissions from the governor. No« 
taries and justices will pay 

Requiring all plumbers to be «s* 
amiued as to their qualifications to con- 
struct sanitary plnmbiug by a board 
consisting of the president of the looal 
board of health, the building inspector 
(if there be one) two master plumbers 
aud one iotuneyman plumber. Licenses 
are to be given qualified plumbers 
which are good any^vhere in tne state. 
Master plumbers will pay |6 f or a 
license and journeymen |1, renewable 
on payment of 60 cents each year* 

Abandoning a side cut of the Miami 
and Krie canal in Toledo and direoting 
its appraisement and sale to the highest 
bidder at public auction after advertise- 
ment. The city is given the right to 
fill the canal bed at the intersectwn of 
St. Cluir street and continue the street 
across it. 

Naming Lickiug reservoir Buckeye 
lake and placing it, for the protection 
of fish and game, under the jurisdictiou 
of the fisli and game commis-sion, which 
shall appoint a warden for the park at a 
salary of .f:!0() a j-ear. 

Troviding that couiitj- recorders shall 
keej) a file number showing the order in 
which mortgages are filed and the time 
of filing. 

To regulate the transportation of bi- 
cycles. 

Providing that nonresidents shall 
have notice of the laying out of ditches. 

To punish certain olfeiises against 
chastity. 

Providing that sheriffs shall receive 
not less than i.~> nor more than 75 oents

Closing up aa well aa poasibie. the regiroenl 
reached thu ditch— a trench with nloplng sides, 
some 80 feet in width, 10 In depth and for the 
whole length of the soutn front waist deep in 
water and nnid. though at the southeast angle 
Hud aloni: the sea front it waa dry. It waa en- 
flladed by heavy howitsara and atrewn on ita 
side with dead aad wounded, while the less 
severely wounded were crawling off toward 
the beach where thuy would be sheltered from 
lire. 

"A portion of Strong'.') brigade was still upon 
the paranets at the southeast anijle, and the 
rlglit of our regiment, which (les(a nded Into 
the ditch near that point, crossed over also.

The position of the gnn could be plainly seen 
in the gathering darkness by the burning 
Irak'incnts of cartridges before it.s muxzle, but 
across the iiath yawned a wide, deep black pit, 
opeiiinj,' into the liombproof in rear of !k sea- 
ward ( ml.rasurc. from out of which came oc- 
casional si„,ts.

It 
was a said day for the Seventh, a bitter 
baptism, move lilie slaughter than lilM 
war, where ioldiers naturally expect 
ouc chance in ten at least In that ter- 
rible liour and a half it was only oue 
chance iu two of getting out whole and 
less than oue iu seven of eaoapiuK alive. 
Strong's brigade carried a bastion and 
clung to it vrith a stubbomess that 
aroused tho spirit of the garrison to the 
liijrhest pitoh.

"I know nil the pains and horrors of 
death from actual experience," said J. H. 
Wliyte, a Kansas City roportor, "for I was 
practically dead for two hours. I was Ko- 
lii^' on my remilar assignment for the aft- 
evmiiiii up Kast Kiftreiith street. .'-J||d- 
deiily I e.xiierleiiced a beniniiblii'i selis.-i- 
tloii 111 my bead. I felt as if 1 coiild not 
move farther and Ininu di.ilely turned into 
till) ne;ire-.t door, wbieh, as it b.ippclied. 
\v;is t be door of an uuilc^rlakiii(» i stabllsb- 
inent. I was well aciiuaiiiiiid witli the pro- 
prietors of tho place ami maib some at- 
tempt at a jest to the elTett that I bad 
broufjlit them in a fresh cadaver. I passed 
on into tlie murnue and lay down on a cot. 
That w.is the last tiling? I km \v for sev 
eral days. I was taken lioim^ by one of 
our stalT in a baek. .My iiurso afterward 
told me that 1 bad an ab.-i 'ss in my head. 
I kept gettiiiK worse ami my pulse >.'i>t 
lower and lower until at last the nurse 
pronoiiiici .1 11111 dead. Tliey crosseil my 
liamis, si ral^bteiiud my limbs and lied my 
feel to^'othor BO that my body would as- 
sume tlio regulation appuarance as soon as 
It had beconin set. To comjdete the work 
tliu undertakur to wlioiii I had made the 
Just was called in to llnbsh me up into a 
respoctabli) corpse. 

"It all appeared very plain to mo as soon 
as they gut me laid out. I could not re- 
member a thing until after I died, for, as 
I have said, I was, during tho days of my 
illness, completely prostrated and uncon 
solous. But as soon as I died ray mlml 
returned to me. I was not scared, nor did 
any train of unpleasant fancies come i'. 
mo. I oould sec the members of my fam 
lly around me, crying and wringing their 
liands. I oould see my own body and seu 
them tying the bands around my ankles 
and wrists. I could see myself being car- 
ried to the cooling board, but all the time 
it seemed as if I ware one of tlie spectators 
and not rccUy mysdf. 

"A large quantity of ice was brought in 
and placed abont my head and over my 
liody. The ice accomplished the work of 
my resurrection. I had been dead for over 
two hours. The ice caused the olroulatlon 
to resume, and also caused tho burstluK of 
tho abscess in my bead.

She stopiii il in till) doorway, and lier hair 
fairly sl.io.l on end with frl^;lll to see my 
eyes rolling about in their sockets and my 
tongue lolling from (dicek to (dieek. I 
could not siiy a word to her, altbfiiigh 1 
was tryiii;,' to tell biT togcl the ice otT me.

Hor fa- 
ther and a brother gave up their lives in 
the ten years' war. Her remaining broth- 
en and her unelos enlisted nnder General 
Maoeo and left her alone on the plantation 
in Puerto Prinuipe, the only property left 
of the vaat estate. 

She went to visit Mends In a neighber- 
Ing town, and on her return she found the 
foiUy residenoe burned, the oane gone, 
the eerrants murdered or ioattered. A 
Spanish guerrilla had crowed there and 
deetroyod the place. There wae> no place 
for the girl to go, so she asked the first 
band of rebels that passed that way to tal(e 
ber with them to Maoeo's camp. Once 
there she asked to be enlisted as a soldier. 
The chief at first refused, but her brothers 
and unolee told him ahe would starve oth- 
erwise, and he relented and enrolled her. 
She saw only one battle. 

At Ayolota, near tho town of Quemado 
de Gulnc8, tho advance of a strong Span- 
ish column overtook Macoo's conitiiand. 
The rcljels were hopelessly outnumbered, 
and a battle meant a catiistroplie.

.'<he fell dead, with aduzou wouuds, and 
JAW the Cubans siivak of her as "The llVur 
Angel of Ayoleta." 

It is not given to all the heroines of 
Cuba to die as did "The War Angel of Ayo- 
leta," but hundreds of pretty little Culiaii 
senorltas In this country by tho toil of 
their dimpled handii are playing no In- 
considerable part In carrying on tho wor 
for tho freedom of their native land. 
There is not a Cuban colony of a dozen 
hoaaebolds in this republic, whether in tho 
great cities or in the towns and villages 
along the south Atlantic and gulf states, 
bat there is to lie found a club or society 
fonned of girli of Cuban parentage for the 
porpoee of raising funds for the cause of 
Cuba. Their names iMve not appeared in 
print, nor have their valiant services been 
given publiolty or received that meed of 
praise tbey so richly merit, but they have 
simply gone about their labor, with their 
needlee, around the fireside, making little 
articles for sale, or giving their entertain- 
meiitf) or bazaars, singing their songs nnd 
dancing with their castanets, to misu 
money to bu Ront to the wounded insur- 
geutH who full in battle on the unhappy 
Island. 

There is n world of interest in the story 

which tells of their shining deeds, Just as 
there have always been a fascination nnd 
( harm to the part woman played in war. 
There Is a ph asing glamour of romouco 
hovering o\er thi' memory of the Ift'o wor 
lietweentlie st.itesthat historians' bonds 
have i.c viT jiictured, and tliat Is the story 
of Woman's loval love for the bhut and 
woman's jirayerful faith in the gray, 
ilow the women of tlie north and the 
women of the south toiled at home for tho 
cause of the two opposing armies — how, 
with the infinite fervor of their souls, tliey 
went about the task of administering com- 
fort to tliesick and wounded— can never !»( 
fully known till the record of iiolile deeds 
is road beyond the skli's. 

fSo with these patriotic little M'lioritas 
who far from tlielr island home are toiling 
to earn money to buy food and clothing 
for the nrniy that is battling fof tb« freo- 
doni of Cuba.

EARLY LIFE OF JOSEPHINE, 
EMPRESS OF THE FRENCH. 



"Follow truth wherever it leads," has 
become the notto of science. History can 
only have viUiie wbeie it adheres to scien- 
tifio methods. 

"The truth, the whole truth and noth- 
ing hut the truth," should be the one pur 
pose of culture. Tho historian of today i.4 
an Iconoclast. His drills and picks of in- 
vestigation have shattered and undermined 
many of onr high IdeAls, and befbre the 
pitiless searchlight of truth wo see that 
many of tho idols worshiped in the days 
when life was n grand romanoo bavo Bow 
fronts of brass and foot of clay. 

Josephine, wife nnd empress nf tho first 
Kapoleou, may be in truth what nearly 
all tbe young people of the generation Just 
past and many of the present generation 
bollovp her. And Harras may be i\ defamer 
of the great and jiure and good, but it Is 
to be feared that she, "the empress of ro- 
mance" and the most graceful woman of 
her day, must be classed with the "his- 
torlo adveatnresses" who, metoorllke, 
have datsled tbe world and Influenced the 
destinies of nations. * 

But here are the fkots. It Is ours to ex- 
ercise reason, while not forgetting tbe 
beauty of charity. 

.Tosophlne de la Pagorie, or Josephine 
Taschor, was the oldest of tho three chil- 
dren, ail daughters, of Joseph Tascher de 
la Pagerie, a lioutenaat of artillery in tbe 
service of France. 

.Tosephlno was born at Trois-Glets, Mar- 
tini(iue. In the French West Indies, June 
2:1, l*<'i3. Her mother, whoso maiden 
name was l{ose ("lalre Los Vorgers de 
Sannvis, was of good family, but poor. 

Josephine's education ceased soon after 
her fourteenth year. At this time she was 



nnd applied uiisneees<fiilly tor a dUMrce. 
When H(prten>e Kugenle, the second eliild, 
was born, t he vl'omte announced tli.il lie 
was not the girl's fatlier, us lie liad i>iil 
lived with his wife for Boarly two years 

l,i'f<ire its birth. 

It is iiiiw agreed among historians that, 
no matter how mean Heauhariials was, bis 
wife gave him ample rea>on for his cbar;:e 
and that in tlilu ut least he told the truth, 
but not tho whole truth, for Ik r violations 
of tho marriage pleflge were not only nu- 
uieroiis but of a character that lndl(;ated 
passion in its most viilgitr nnd disgusting 
form. Left in want by her husband '.s 
band(mmont, Josephine took her two chil- 
dren and went back to Martinique. 

At this time she was only 25 nnd Xnpo- 
loou wos yet u cadet nt Urlenne. 

That her husband loved her is shown by 
the fact that after she hod been away for 
two years he pleaded with hor to return 
and live a quiet country life with him. To 
this ahe agreed, not bemuse of ber love for 
the vlcomte, but because of her yearning 
for the life of the gay raetrupolis, and then 
she had the education of bm> mm and 
daughter in mind. 

She returned to Paris in 1700, but the 
seoond venture with her husband was 
brief. The revolution broke out soon after, 
and Db Beauhamals was among its earl lest 
victims. It was a case where the sins of 
the fathers were visited on the children 
with a vengeance. He belonged to the 
dasa who bad been cruel masters for 600 
years and wlio were to be extirpated for 
the crime in five. 

Do Beauliaruals was executed early in 
the revolution, and we can almost overlook 
the errors of bis life in the heroism of his 
death. Not even the fictitious Sidney Cnr- 
ton of Diokens ascended the scaffold and 
took the stenl passport to eternity with a

Napoleon fi 11 l i 
love with Josephine nt once, it is now 
pretty certain that ho knew nf the rela- 
tions kIk^ had Mustnini'd to liis master, 
liarras, but ho was not the man to halt 
over little things. Tlie woman who had 
won liarrns was good enough for lilm. 

Tho marriage of General Bonaparte and 
Josephine was brought aliout 'by T'>arra4, 
who, 12 diiy.? after the wedding, (.rdend 
tho young husband to the command of the 
army organised for the invasion of Italy. 

It is now conceded by impartial students 
of history that Napoleon was an unrivaled 
monster of heartlessness, sellisliness and 
indllTerence to the olainis of others. At 
8t. Helena he confessed that he had never , 
loved any one, unless it was his brother ; 
Joseph, who was his senior, but the letters 
written to Josephine during that dazzling 
campaign prove that he was madly In luvd 
with her. 

Before a battle, after a battle, even amid 
tho thunders of battle, this wonmn domi- 
nated his heart, it not his bniln, and ho 
wrote her every day and often five times 
a day. And all this time, according to the 
rruei memoirs of Barras, recently pub- 
lished, Josephine was living In the whirl 
of o licentious society and setting an ex- 
ample of infidelity to the reckless women 
about lier.

I have no 
hnart for fin th( r fi;ihting, but I hiive a 
(lecp l()ii«iiiK' desire tdouce more breathe 
tlio air <i my native hind before being 
pathercd to my forefatliers. " The time 
has Ix'cn when sentiments so natural 
and lofty made men heroic iu tUo eyi-s 
of the mtiltitnde. 

And this exiled ehieft.iiii, Aral)i Boy, 
gave a good account of liimself Avhni 
his heart was youn^ and the lire burned 
warni in liis bl<K)d. Arabi Bey lu ailed 
the uprising of tlie Ef^yptiani against 
the British iu 1882. Ho was an oaioer 
in the army of the khedive^ which was 
dominated by British iuflnenoes. Ro- 
solving to throw off the yoke, the E^ryp- 
tiaii ollicers set u]) an ]];,'yptiaii army — 
that is, tli( y reorganizid tiie war de- 
partment, ( astiug aside the British offi- 
cers and calling npon the troops to stand 
by them. Arabi Bey, by reason of his 
ability and influence, was made h ad( f. 
and six native colonels were madi' Keii- 
erals. lb' at once bepan jtreparat ions to 
resiKt British domination. Exxxictiug 
the enemy to light, he piepaxed to light 
alia 

Learning of the Arabi 'a movement, 

the French and Bnglisli vi ssels d( ter- 
mined to make ft deniniistration in tlie 
ii.irbor (rf Alexandria. Wlu ii news of 
thin reached the belli;,'erent U y, he sent 
word to the Britisli admiral that the 
appearance of a British fleet in the har- 
bor would be followed by a declaration 
of iiKlc ]ieiidenci' in Efj^-pt. In npite of 
tlie wariiiiiK the fleet under Admiral 
Seym<jur aiieliored iti file harlior in 
May. Attempts to brilx^ the Iny were a 
failure. IiiKtead of negotiating for etiHh 
he sent his best artiUeriati to Alexan- 
dria to give the Britlah ■hiiM a reception 
with hot shot should they afteiiii)t to 
pusli flieir disif^iis by use of force, A 
council of war was held at ("uiro, and 

all the native offloen of the anny, as 



well aa the sheiks and Bedoaimi, look 
oath to defend Egypt whenever and 
wherever menaced. 

Throughout this crisis the khedive 
had taken the gnmnd that tli(> bey was 
simply reealoitraiit ami that an ultima- 
tum from him calling olf the dogH of 
war would end the whole matter. He 
tried it by calling npon the army to 
oust the revolutionary element and look 
to him for leadership. Insfiad tlie 
troops to a man sent word that they 
clung to the bey and would take no or- 
ders except from him. Meanwhile tlie 
European element in Egypt had token 
up a most overbearing and irritating at- 
titude. Accustomed to consider Egypt a 
victim to 1m' jilucked without protest, 
they looked u]ioii all this talk fif nation- 
ality and iiatriofi.sm us imimdenci' from 
menials. This the Arab element resist- 
ed bitterly, and collisions were frequent 
in the streets of all the cities. In some 
places tlie Arabs invaded tlto Enn^iieaii 
quarters and tried to drive the foi-. ij^ii 
ers from the country. The kliedive, 
weak and powerless, imposed upon the 
bey the task of preserving order aiul 
protecting the Ekuopeani. 

Alarmed at the turn of affairs, with 
the revolutionists in full control of the 
military jMiwer of the country, the 
wealthy Eui'opeaiis fled and left liehiud 
tli( 111 hordes of their dependents, jioor 
and defeusclesa The whole loud wa.s 
■oou aflame with flie spirit of war. Tlie 
foreigners were leaving the country, 
and the natives rejoiced to see the exo- 
dns and determiin d that it should end 
the domination of the British. Arabi 's 
eloqueneii stiiTed up a holy ardor among 
the tribes of the delta. All the fierce- 
ness of the Mohammedan era of con- 
(piest sef'med to be r<'viv(d, and every 
Ktep taken by EnRlaiid only serve d to 
ijiereasc the fanatical sjiirit of the fol- 
lowers of the Malidi, the waiTior priest 
of the desert. 

Meanwhile a large fleet of ironclads 
and gimboats lay in the harbor, holding 

the ancient city under the menace of 
their guns. Arabi caused the fortifica- 
tions on land to be strengthened and Ix-- 
gan t(» mount heavy guns and train 
them upon the ship.s. Admiral Seymour 
sent word to Arabi and the military 
council which had usurped the powers 
of the khedive that till arming of Al- 
exandria must stop. Arabi promised, 
but when the powerful .searchlij^'iits of 
the ships were turned on land tlie night 
after the jiromise reached the admiral it 
was discovered that the work was going 
on xmdev cover of darkness. Ouns were 
being mounted in the forts comniandinp 
one of the two harlKirs and new cannon 
hauled to ixisition, so as to ])roteet the 
harem, or residence of the kin dive. 

Seymour at once summoned a council 
of war, and it was decided to fight, if 
necessary, in order to stop the arming 
of the Egyptiana It was then July, and 
the admiral was still under the orders 
is.'ued him in May. Tlie.se ordei-s h'ld 
iiistructtd him to land marines, if nee- 
Pbsary, to protect the khedive. Without 
waiting for new instructions he lent a 
demand to the Egyptian anthmities for 
(he surrender of the forts to him within 
24 hours, to be dismantled by him, and 
if t he dt niaiid was not acceded to he 
would open fire on the city. At thepros- 
pe'ct of a fight the French fleet, and also 
the iblpvial other tfatiooiL iaolndiaff khoM 



of xW L'niteo Btates, orew into the 
f fflng. and the British men-of-war 
(•teanird to pf)citions under the forts. 
The adniiral's txcuse to Arabi for de- 
nmuding the disarmament ut the forts 
had been that they endangered his ships. 
Why he didn't remove his ships out of 
range he failed to explain, as also why, 
when he found the work going fonvard 
witl. reiirw(d energy, he at once placed 
his shi]is 111 greater danp r than before. 

Tlu' hostile niov«'meiit of the Briti.sli 
Fhips produced great excitement in the 
city, and there w«i danger of a xe* 
newal of mossaoei on a large soale. 
However, most of the Europeans got 
awaj' safely, without help fniii the 
fleet. On tlie lOih of July the British 
ultimutuiu reached Aiabi's counselors, 
and on the llth their answer, promis- 
ing compliance, was received by Admi- 
ral Seymour. It reached him very early 
in the morning, yet he ignoivd it and 
at 7 o'clock opened fire. Th<> flajrship 
Alexandra gave the signal shut, follow- 
ed by eight ironclads and Ave gunboata 
Those were new veaNla^ of the most im- 
proved pattern, with the heaviest guns 
and the thickest armor ever hroaght in- 
to use up to that date. The Inflexilile 
had, for exaiiii)le, four S'l ti.n i.'niis and 
an annor protection 'Z\ inches iliick. 

AltoKcther the flwt carried 10'.J guns 
and 8,600 sailors. The Egyptian fortifi- 
cations were in two distinct lines, one 
line protecting the new port and the 
eastern tovni and the other the entrances 
to the liarbor. Admiral Seymour di- 
viele^el his vessids so as to boiubarel both 
lines areince-. Tlie Inflexible', with lier 
monster gmis, stood between the divi- 
sions and assisted both. For a wonder 
these terrible engines of war were al- 
most impotent against earthen forts. 
Shells from the' Si ton puns e xjiloded in 
the sandbag walls, anil, judging from 
the clouds ti dust tlire)wn up, it seemed 
from a distance that the ramparts had 
been hoisted as by a mine. Bat when 
the' dust settled walls and guns were 
still in position. To the surprise of the 
English the Egyptian artill rists fmi^ht 
spli'iididly. Tlie gunners we re Suehiiie'.se 
blacks. Tlie'y fired only solid shot and 
made the balls tell against the ironclad 
armor. However, the English had the 
best of the flght from the start. They 
ran their ships close to the forts, and 
the olil ramparts e)f masonry were seion 
de'nieilishe'd. The ironclad ('onib.r, com- 
niande el by Lord Bere'.sforel, daslu el uniler 
the walls of Fort Marabout and silenced 
its guns with dynamite. "Bf 4 o'clock, 
after nine hours' bombardment, all of 
tlie forts were silenced, four of the m 
iviiig lie't n blown uj). The palace- and 
harem ejf the klu elive' were in flames, 
anil the- Arab quarter, which lay behind 
tho forts and had caught all the shells 
which passed over, presented a soene of 
chafis, 

Ne'xt moniing it was founel tliat some 
>f the- flirts were' still manned. The 
English reopened the beimbareliiie nt ; but, 
owing to a heavy swe ll in the- harbeir, 
the aim was poor, and at 1 o'clock firing 
ceased on both sides. A white flag soon 
nppeai-ed iu the- city, and a gunlxiat 
lande d at the arsenal to learn its me'aii- 
ing. Ne) eilie' was feiuiiel who cimlel t( 11 
Night e-leisi il in with the tins spre-aeliiig 
id a flag ipf truce waving alH)ve the 
doomed city. Iu the streets pandemo- 
nium reigned. Europeans in eharg(> of 
banks and steiri'S t>wiie d by feire'igne rs 
had reniaiiieel em the- defe'iisive- fully 
ariiie'el. A band of the in fought the ir 
way tee the sliejii' iluring the night juid 
were taken em beiard the fle'Ct. 

All this time the khedive remained 
shut up in his palace.

It must be an unciuiiiy sensation to 
look within your breast and actually 
see the ]iuIsation of your own heart. 
Yet this has been the experience of 

t'barle s \V. Whitney, one of the men in 
blue who was injured in the Chicago 
Hnymarket riot. His chest was torn 

away by the explosion of a bomb, and 
as he- lay in flu- lieisjiital be'il he saw, 
with the' aid eif a hanel mirreir, his own 
throbbing heiu-t. What is still more 
marvelons^ he recovered and is today 
doing a man's work and commands f 100 
a year more than an ablebodied polioe* 
man trave ling a be at. 

May 4, lS8fl, was a bloofly night in 
Chicago histeiry. One huiiein d ami sev 
f iify stalwiut men marohed from the 
Desphiiiu's Street station. They had been 
ceirralled there for several diiiys Antici- 
pating a crisis, and at 10:80 o'olook the 
order te) "fall in line" was given. Tho 
ciiuiitry fhrilleel with tho horror that 
fedlowi el. The e ll'i ris to dispe'rso the 
mob and the throwing of a bomb that 
burst between Lieutenants Stanton and 
Bowler's companies left over 60 officers 
lying in a heap on Haymarket square. 
One man die-el witliiii an hemr, aiiel twi 
othe rs were' hojie li ssly cripple ei by hav- 
ing their legs >.liiWii eilf. Otlie'r men 
we'H' cruelly maimed, 14 of whom ar<' 
now dead. 

But of all the men Whitney stood the 
smallest possible chance of life. His 
bre'ast was horribly nintil.ited, and liit 
of exjeloele el bomb we-re' iinbedele el pe'ril 
ously near the' vital organs. He' was 
taken to the hospital, and after the ni-ce s- 
sary probing the wound wa« sewed up. 

Jnst befe)re taking the stitphes Dr. J. 
B. Murjihy iiicjuired: 

"My brave beiy, elo yo« want tO See 
what no man ever saw btforef" 

' Ye s. What is itr ' asked the officer 
feebly. 

"Your own heart. " 
He handed his patient a mirror, and 
Whitney saw the greatest miracle ever 
given to hnniaii e ye s. He now afUmis 
that the he art is not a nieiv^ible organ, 
feir it neithe r lea]!- up into the throat 
nor descends into the boots. In faot^ it 
does not indulge in any of the acrobatic 
feats generally ascribed to it by imagi- 
native writers. But he frankly acknowl- 
edges that he- is incapable' i f exini ssiiig 
his sensatit n as he watche el the- oscilla- 
tiem of his heart. 

Within a month he woii able to return 
home and was supposed to be on the 
reiad to recovery. Later he suffered a re- 
lapse, and, after weeks of unparalleled 
Kuil'e ring, Dr. Mui-jihy de cieh el to r<'se)rt 
fei tlie metst extreme operatiem known 
to scientific surgery. In the history of 
surgical procedure in this cotmtryitwas 
the third time it has ever been under- 
taken, the former cases having proved 
fatal. A careful examination indicated 
that a piece tif tho bomb e-nsing i)ene- 
trated the breastbone, jiassing about 
midway between the se-cond and thirel 
ribs, and was located about one-eighth 
(if an inch from the pericardium. Like 
a magnet coquetting with a piece of 
metal, every throb of the heart brought 
the piece (;f shell nearer until tlio pinc- 
ing (,f tho e rgan was inevitable. 

The ojieration was set for Friday, 
Nov. 0, 1880. Relatives and friends of 
the injured man protested, and, this 
coming to his ears, he said: 

"I am going to make a test case ef 
this and see if there is anything wrong 
with Friday. " 

The eventful moruing came. Thee Id 
wound was completely healed, but the 
flesh was laid oponand Dr. Murphy pro- 
ceeded to bore a hole through thee fti- 
cer's breastbone, very much as a skill- 
ful carpente r use s an auge r e^n a harel 
wen el stick. The- instrume nt used was a 
fre'i>liiiio suitable' for making a hole 
five-eighths of an inch in diameter. 

The delicate operation was a marvel- 
ous success, for at the foot of tliis tiny 
tunnel lay the piece of beiinb, which 
was easily jdue ke el eiut with a jiair of 
twee Ze is. It was cone .shajxd imd coiii- 
pose-d (if almost etjual parts of copp<T, 
xino and lead, and was ooaily ensconced 
in the outer fatty ooating of the heart. 

It was over a year bcfiw it he-ah el, 
and during that time he wene a nibbe r 
drainaf,'e' tube'. But it m;is seve ral ye ar-- 
before he was able- tei dej any manual la- 
bor. Meanwhile he watched the anarch- 
ists' trial, kept in touch with his com- 
rades at the station and was detailed fe>r 
light seiTioe. Then for thre-e- ye ars hi' 
drove a patrol wagon and aftei-Avaiel 
servi-d as a inesse nge r em the' force. For 
a ce-uiile- e.f ye ars he was officer at the 
(ieieielrie li school, and two years ago he- 
was appointed at tho C^ter Harrison 
public bath, where his star awes niiruly 
bathers, large and small. He draws a 
regular salary for his si-rvice, and as 
leiiig as 111' li\i s hi' will have apensioii. 
Tlie' laws jireivido for this. 

Wiiitne>y is a handsome nuui, with 
large gray eyes and brown mustache. 
Suffering has given his faoe the charac- 
teristics of a scholar rather than a man 
of muscle. His conversation with jihy- 
sii iaiis have given him a se'ie ntifle' 
kuejwle^gi- of anatomy, which is jht- 
haps neit so remarkable considering lie 
is thu only man in the world who has 
seen his own heart — Ohioago Ck>r.

ili/.d wiiild. Tho 
Indiiuis and lialf 
breeds were un- 
der the heel, the 
natives of Span- 
ish linenRo who 
piisscsscd wcaltli 
wtTc treated as 
vassal-;, and all 
power given to 
immigraiitH from 
Spain. When 
Bonaparte plaei^d 
a citizen upon 
the throne of Spain, the enlighten- 
ed Mexicans began to think tlic time 
waa ripe for a change. About that 
date, also, the Spanish viceroy was ar- 
rested, charged with revolutionary de- 
sign!!. The incident weakened tho hold 
of the Spanisli monarchy up in its farofT 
colony, and in IHIO a revnlt hmke out 
in one of tlie provinces. It was headed 
by a priest of much talent, who possess- 
ed great influence among tho Indians 
and half breeds, Miguel Hidalgo. 

Hi<lal>jo's warfare, thou>;h a failure, 
endin)^ for liiiii with death as a traitor, 
wa.s ty])ical of the Mexican stniggle for 
indejM>ndence. Some of his fellow con- 
spirators having been arrested by tho 
mayor, Hidalgo and four others at the 
head of ten armed men attacked tho jail 
and released the prisoners. It was Sun- 
dav, and when the peojile asst ndtled for 
mass he proclaimed a it pulilic and with 
300 armed men marched upon San Mig- 
ueL A regiment of dragoons joined him 
there, and at tho end of a week he mus- 
tered forces numbering 60, 000. He then 
returned to tho city of Guana,iuatn, 
wlieri' tlie ri vi>lt lie;,'an, stormed a'ld 
captured it and established a foundry 
for cannon and a mint. After varyinf^ 
fortunes ho was defeated by 0,000 Span- 
ish troops and later betrayed into the 
hands of his enemy. 

One of Hidalgo's officers had beoTi a 
former puiiil of his at the C'nlle;,'i' of 
San Nichulus, Joso Muria Morelos. 
Itoeloa was out of the people. He had

earned his tuition money as a nmlcteer, 
and on leaving' college entered tlio priest- 
hood Learning that lii.s old master was 
in the field, he joined him and was up- 
pointed colonel. Starting with K men, 
he soon raised an army and in one year 
fiubjufiated all tlit^ Pacific coast as well 
as the southern provinces to the valley 
of Mexico. Ho proved an energetic and 
skillful leader, meeting his enemy in 
open battle, storming fortresses and cut- 
ting his way through immense battal- 
ions of royal troops. At one time he 
marshahd 20,000 soldiers in front of 
Valladolid and ])esieK«'d the famnus 
Iturbide, then the ablest of the Siiaiiish 
leaders. Iturbido defeated the patriots, 
and MoreloB escaped at the head of l.uoo 
men. He was betrayed and delivered up 
for execution. 

Hidalgo fell in 1812, Morelo.xin 1815. 
During the thrt^e years after the defeat 
and death of tho lirst revolutionist.s 
MoroloB was tho head and front of tlie 
military stnggle in Mexico. All tlu* 
men of spirit who dared to risk life for 
freedom rallied to his standards, and 
the Spanish army of 80,000 men found 
it up hill work to crusli a rebellion de- 
pending upon ill organized and poorly 
mmippoA troops. The death of Morelos 
and the roating of his army seemed to 
be the end of the revolvtion, but th(> 
cause did not lack champions, however 
hopeless the i)ro.spect. Morcdos' example 
had inspired the youth of his cumitry, 
and his death was one to rekindle tho 
flies of patriotism. As a soldier he had 
proved one cf the best of his time, even 
in that age of Xapoleonio heroes. He 
died nH he had lived— • brave roan — 

anil \Nalkrd to the place of execution 
with a tlrm, defiant st. i.. When the or- 
der wa.s given that lie should be blind- 
folded, ho tied tho hiuidkerchic f him- 
self and calmly awaited 'the fatal bullet. 

While Morelos lived and kept the 
field lie was the real War clii( f of tho 
Mexican people, but Hidal^'o's siici . ssi .r 
in leadcrsiiip of the n volution was Lo- 
pes Rayon. Itayou hud been bred to the

of secretary of state. When Hidalgo fell 
from power. Lopez Rayon gathered a 
force of M,50i) men on the nurthern bor- 
der, and in a swift canii)aifrn S(putiiward 
d»fe;Ued the .^pani>^h ill every • llj^af^e- 
nient, occupying Zacutecas as a base. 
He reorganiied the anny and Ix gan 
casti'i^' cannon. On the approach of a 
largo royalist force under tho viceroy he 
retirjd to tho interior and formed u 
junta. His position wr.s stonnrd and 
taken bv the loyalists, and Lo^iez ret ired 
to the fortress of Copnro, wiuTe his 
brothc r, Hamon Kayon, one oi Morelos' 
geueroLi, had established a strong oamp. 
While Coporo was TOrronnded by tho 
Sljani-;!! army Lopez atteinpti d ti > eseapo 
and bring uj) a n lii f cdluiim, but ho 
was captured aft( r many dai ing adven- 
tures audciiudtnuied todeath. r^tcuriiii.? 
a pardon, he lay in prison three years. 

Meanwhile iUunou alcuo held up tho 
fortnnes of tho rovolntionistn. Like his 
bii.tlicr, lie had abandoned a promising 
civil carerr to lin Hidalgo at the lirst 
outbreak. Studying the arts of war, he 
bi came a master engineer and alsnts- 
tablislied fouiub'ies fur cannon. Driven 
from his post at Zicutaro, in the defense 
of which he was wounded, he establish- 
f d himself at another iind led out de- 
tachments to light tli(> battlers of Mow- 
los. Kscaping the misfnrtums which 
overtook Morelo.s, Ramon once more re- 
tired to the mountains. He liuilt tlie 
fortress of Coporo and held it fur more 
than two years. The Spanish under 
Llano and the renowned Iturbido at- 
tacked the hill again and again, but in 
vain. Finally, in 1H17, want (.f provi- 
sion in his isiilatt d fortress and a mili- 
tary mutiny in camp compelled him to 
8igu an houorablo capitulation. Ra- 
mon's abilities and gallantry won the 
respect of his f(K>8, and his bi'oflu'r's life 
was siKin d through his inteiTention. 

Only one expedition of notestffiut 
from tlie republic of the United Ij^tate* 
to aid the Mexican revolutionists. That 
was in 1817, shortly before tlto capitu- 
lation of Ramon Rayon. The leader 
was Francis Xavier Jlina, a native of 
Spain, who had imitated onr Marion 
and Sumter in maintaining irregular 
warfare against the FreiK h invader. 
Falling \uu< the enemy's h.iiids, he aft- 
erward made his way to London and 
there met some of the patriot refugees 
of M( xica Sailing for Now Oi-leans, he 
raised a band of 500 volunteers and 
landed them on the Mi xicaii (viasf. 

At the outset ef his lirst campaign 
Mina found himself de serted by all but 
SOO followers, yet ho pushed on toward 
San Luis Potosi and defeated a dirision 
of royalists. In two numtha he captured 
the fort at Sombrero, besides a largo 
quantity of arm.s, inimeu.se treasures of 
silver and tlie rich city <i Leon. The 
fort at Sombrero wa.s lost after a des- 
perate struggle, and Miuo, with \00 
men, out hiK way out Finally, when 
reduced to 50 men, the fugitivea were 
Kuqtrised and suiTounded by 600 royal- 
ists. Although tliey fiaiglit like tigers, 
knowing that it was for dear life, Mina 
and 25 survivors were taken and 
promptly shot down in their^traoks. 

Ten years of relentless warfare, in 
w hich Spain was not timid in sarriflc- 
ing money and the blood of her soldiers, 
faiU d t(i cru.sh tlic revolutionary s|)irit 
of the Me.xicans, although their armies 
had btfu scattered and their leaders 
butchered without mercy. The uprising 
had been crushed in the field, but the 
cau.so lived in tho liearts of the i>eople. 
In 1820 tho king of Spain grunted a 
(Miiistitution to his liome subjects at tho 
point of the bayonet, and the i)atriots in 
Mexico determined upon one more effort 
to bo free. The principal forces of rovo- 
lutiouists tl^n in the field were in the 
south, under Guerrero Iturbide, ono of 
the few successful Spanish leaders, was 
Bent against Guerrero. Although a na- 
tive of Mexico, Iturbido had clung to 
the royal arms, having no faith in the 
revolution. But time bad . changed 
things. Mexico had no armies, but her 
people had aspirations and enthusiasm. 
Iturbido feigned defeat at tho hands of 
(Jui rn lo, and tho two joined forces to 
proclaim a semi-indeiK-ndence, the un- 
ion of tho Mexicans and Spaniards un- 
der a separate govei-umeut.

In a weak moment the man 
whom destiny seemed to have sele< ted 
as the savior of xico allowed hi^ 
jiartisaiis to priK-laiin him t mix ri r 
From that hour the cansi' ( f tlie ],r, pic, 
for wliich so much blu' d luid li' i n slu d 
and hiroeti had buttled and died nobly, 
was the plaything of ambitions men. 

Santa Anna and some ( f the weak 
thougli well meaning leadi rs about him 
raised the stamlard of revi ll, and chaos 
once more reigned in thelamlit the 
Montezumas. Thi' m v.- iiu vi ineiit was 
called otieuf lilH ratiou. It drew iiit<> its 
ranks many cf the good men < .f thu first 
revolutii n. (Juem-ro hastened south to 
marshal his ( Id followei-s. Other leaders 
joimil the standard of tin- ailvt iitunr 
Santa Anna, in Vera Cniz. ()i:, iif ti:i si' 
was a young man distinguivh' d ab; ve 
all thu heroes wlio hud survived the 
wars of ludepcudeuce, Guadalupe Vic- 
toria. Victoria, whose baptismal name 
was Peniandez, the other having been 
assumed in the eutliusiasm • f youth as 
symbdlicof victory, hatl jnimd Morelos' 
urmy while but a boy. iiy gallant con- 
duct at tho siego of Uaxaca he liud wou 
the favor of Morelos, who sent him to 
Vera Cruz to organize a n>volution. In 
that itnjvince he made his name a ter- 
ror to the royalists. His guerrillas cap- 
tured ev( ry train .sent from the ])ort of 
Jalapa to till) interior. Afit r Hidalgo 
and Morelos and Minu and thu Huyous 
were dead or in prison Victoria held up 
the standard of revolt in the mountains 
of V« ra C'l-uz. He received tlie surren- 
df r of the last Spanish garrison in M< x 
ico, tlmt of San Juan d'L'lloa, after a 
siege of two years. Tliat w as in l .S','.">, 
when lie was president of the United 
States of Mexico under a constitutional 
form mixleled after that of the Ameri- 
can 11 i)ublic. Brave in war and honest 
111 council, yet he was the tool of the 
politicians who In irayed the cause of 
true liberty in Mexico

Just now there seem to be two dis- 
tinct styles struggling for the mastery.

:iw u modistes aro c!i \ iT eiioimli to ^ulopt 
and udupt all the bet-t and least obtru- 
si ve features of both the others and com* 
bine them. The English mode Just now 
wishes to force tho tight sleeve and long, 
sloping shoulders whiih Queen Victorn 
Wore w lien ; he was young. The modistes 
il l Hot try to oblige us to wear tho 
hoops and thu horrible festooned skirt-i 
and balmorals, for which, I suppose, we 
should be duly thankful. But they have 
presented some veritable monstrosities 
iu the way of sleeves. 

Some of these are tight fitting all tho 
way down, with uugainly pull's at thu 
elbows. Some of them have six or seven 
narrow ruffles sewed around the elbow 
part and as many more at the shoul- 
ders. Uglier or more ungraceful things 
could not lie imagined. Kveii w hen s- ima 
of tho London sleeves have any fullness 
it is so tacked to the lining that the 
sleeve does not bulge out as the others 
from over the water do. Some of the.si* 
fit the arm very tightly up to about half 
way above the elbow, and thou there is 
a moderate puff. No m w sleeves ,ir.« 
stiffened, tlniugh the gigot style will 
prevail witlmut doubt — at least along 
until next winter. The Bernhardt sleeve 
is wrinkled all the way down, and is 
sprung at the wrist, and is very long. 

The French sleeves are often shirred 
and set on outside the .shoulder seam, 
Tliis throws thu fullness do%\nward and 
i.s very pleasing. Some few of tlie ne s, 
proiioTinceil costumes have snug sleeves 
with fancy caps over them, bnt the lat- 
est importations show about as many 
big sleeves as ever. No, not quite so 
big, for even the largest of them are not 
ueurlv as l.ir«e as tlii'y were. Bishops 
continue in favor for home and for the 
light summer materials. 

Basques are seen everywhere. Cotton 
goods are frequently wade with jaunty 
basques to wear over wliitc vests or full 
blouse fronts, though tin so are not as 
often seen as tho snug vest buttoning 
over a starched shirt front. Silks for 
swell receptioiLs and other functions 
where evening dress is not necessary 
are made with these cutaway basques, 
with their Louis Seize distinguishing 
marks, of which the satin vest is one. 
These vests are sometinies embroidered 
in the corners and are as often quite 
plain, bnt in that case tlie buttons are 
large and to represent jewels. One set 
bad opal centers and brilliants around 
them. Another was of turquoise and 
brilliants, or, to be more precise, imita- 
tions of diamonds. These paste jewels 
are very much worn as trimming. They 
are not intended to deceive any one, but 
they are showy and brighten op any 
costume wonderfully. 

There was an extremely rich costume 
received last week, sliowiug the manner 
in which these "star buckles," as they 
are called, are employed. This costnnio 
was intended for "visiting or for tho 
promenade." It was of a rich (luality of 
brocade in shades of dull green, with n 
grayish tint over a ground of ashes of 
roses, which is a very soft gray with a 
pink tint in it.

She gave the French complete 
away over Uie island with the coudi> 
tion that she be reoogniaed as queen. 

France is to control the shipping, 
which is said to be very valuable, and is 
to be permitted to establish a coaling 
station ut the prinoir al harbor.

Our bicycle friends should not forget 
the ordinance which was adopted by 
Council November S6tb, 1896, that it 
shall be unlawful for any person to use 
or run a bicycle on any ildewalk or pave 



ment In the cit^of H^ayUle and it shall 
be unlawful to tiae or run a bicycle on 
any street or alley in said city, without 
having in connection with such bieycle 
at all times while ao run a bell or gong of 
sufficient Kound to warn persons of its 
approach ; and also whenever such bicy- 
cle is uaed on any of the streets or alleys 
of the city after niijhffall, a lantern so 
conspicuously placed as to warn persons 
of its approach. Any person violating 
this ordinance shall be fined not less than 
two nor more than ten doUara.

Dud * Comp»ny'« Weekly Report 
the ConilllloD of Kii^liieM. 
New Yor», April 18.— K. (J. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
The sudden change ttom sleif^hiug to 
mldimmmer heat, with fair akl«B tn 
most ( ities, has tested the prevalent 
idea that good weather oidy was needed 
to bring general improvement of Imsi- 
ness. Everywhere there has been moie 
tetaU buyinf and in some branches bet- 
demand at wholeaale aud at tue 
works has resulted, but not as vet in 
most lines. There la no aba^emwit of 
the almost universal disposition to deal 
with unusual con«er%-ati<un and not to 
anticipate future wants and thla has 
l)een esi>ecially conspicuous where com- 
binations have been formed or prices 
advanced. Tiie comparative infrequenoy 
of serious failures, with money less dis- 
turbed since gold export* began than 
might have been expected, helps to give 
encouragement, but does not kindle 
speculative lires; tliatsueh improvement 
as appears is mainly of a healthy sort. 

To many interested in iron ore and 
coke, st»d billets, Bessemer pig and 
various forms of steel, it may bs disap- 
IKjinting that the forming of combina- 
tions and llxiug of prices have not start- 
ed again tho rush to buy ahead of needs, 
which made lust year so memorable. 
But it is not easy to forget tho lesson 
which the past year taught. Instead of 
lucrea-siiig, |)urchascs have on the whole 
rather slackened, though a little better 
in tank plates at the ea-st and in sheets 
at Chicago. Bessemer pig and grey 
forge are a shatle lower at Pittsburg, a.s 
is the average of all iron and steel quo- 
tations aud obstacles to some attempted 
combinations have not ber-u overcome. 
The greatest consumers of lake ore have 
not hastened to make contnu ts at ad- 
vanced laices aud the output of coke is 
stationary. Tin plate makers are meet- 
ing, and some propose to produce steel 
for their trade at plants of their own. 
Unsold stocks increased in March 18,- 
688 tons more than was reported last 
week. At the west almost every town 
seems to want steel for some btiilding 
and good orders have been plaoed for 
burs by Implement and carmakers. 
Heavy production of copper defeats 
heavy eqports and 10 84 oenta la 
quoted for lake and spelter haa broken 

to 410. 

Shipments of boots and shoes from 
Boston in April thnafkr have been 
8 per cent less than last year, thought 
larger than in previoTU yeara. Textile 
works are less fortunate. The silk as- 
so< iation states that 40 per cent of the 
ma<'hinery and hands in the ootmtry 
are idle partly because of increasing 
Japanese competition. Several more 
wwlen mills have shut down and some 
have reduceil wages 10 per cent while 
many are working only half time, but 
recent advance by appraisers not ouly 
disclose heavy uudervaluations in the 
past, but tend to check future imports. 
The demand for goods does not improve 
and sales of wcx)l fur the two weeks of 
April at the three chief markets have 
been only .'i,4ii4.(JOO i)ounds, against 11,- 
659,200 last year, aud 10.1b2,otl0 in 1892. 
Somewhat more demand for staple cot- 
tons has been aroused by bargain prices, 
but the closing of many mills for a time 
is urged as necessary and oni! of tho 
largest aud oldest mills, the Lawrence, 
abandons production oil heavy gooda 
and turns to hosiery. 

Wheat rose about 6 cents last week, 
met some reaction, but is a shade 
higher than a week ago. Later ac- 
counts are more promising as to winter 
wheat and western receipts in two 
weeks of AprU are 3,8a«,ft02 bushels, 
against 2,284,803 last year, while At- 
lantic eniorts for the same weeks have 
been only 2,301,917 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, against 8,718,888 lost year. The 
small experts ao late in the season uud 
western reoeipta proving that the yield 
lost year muck exceeded any estimates, 
have left little^confldenoe in predictions 
of scarcity. 

After remaining unchanged for many 
days, rumors either way having no 
effect, cotton rose a aixteenth on Thurs 
day. Heavy oommerolal and mill 
stocks hinder most buyers and poasibili 
ties of injmy to the coming crop retard 
sellers at current prices. 

Failures for the past week have been 
22;i in tho United States, against 241 
last year, and 36 in Canada, against 84 
last year.
